"The American people have given

"In leu than seven year*, to put 


the mutter very briefly, we have spent 
$40,000,000,000 and we have paid from 
current revenues $18,000,000,000, or 
nearly half the amount. 


"Certainlyv the Nation which has 


thus patiently persisted in meeting 
the inormons burden ot governmen- 
tal coatn. Is entitled at the earliest 
possible moment to the large measure 
of relief from these burdens that can 
possibly be accorded. 


"I am convinced that tho time ha* 


now 
come 
to 
extend 
this 
relief 


through a substantial 
reduction 
in 


taxation and the fl*cal program which 
I* cryatalllied In the budgut estimates 
which aro herewith transmitted to tha 
Congress Is based on this purpose. 


"We are all familiar with the facts 


that the larger part of tho tax burden 
arises not from the exaction* ot the 
federal government, but from the gov- 
ernmental costs ot states and munici- 
palities.

si*tent economy bo set by the federal

1 am 
nrmly porsuadod that If tho national 
government will reduce Us expendi- 
ture* and Its lerle* under the pro- 
gram which Is presented to you here- 
with, It will have a highly salutary 
effect In Inducing greater economies 
In all other. departments ot public 
taxation."

"H«vinf in mind that the budget 


act contemplates that tlio chief execu- 
tive under the fortunate situation wa 
now find ourselves shall make such 
recommendations aa in Ills opinion 
tho public Interests require, I recom- 
mend a revision of tax lawn along 
linen which will effect a reduction ot 
income taxes by taxing ournod income 
more lightly thim Income from busi- 
ness or from Inventmoiils; by reduc- 
ing the percentages at

tux, and by reducing the surtax rates, 
with commencement oif their applica- 
tion at $10,000 Instead of 16,000 


"I also recommend repeal of the tax 


on telegrams, telepho-,03, ami loaned

"On the other hand, amendments 


vrhlch would cauao some inoroaao of

"Tt would not take much, however, to 


exnauct thfa margin, and any program 
ot new expenditure on a large scale 
would make tax reduction Impossible 
for years to come 


"I know of nothing which will give 


the people of this nation greater as- 
surance that we are unalterably com- 
mitted to a campalirn of economy In 
public expenditure than a reduction ot 
our present taxation.

"In stating that a reduction in tata- 


tlon carries with it an obligation not 
to embark upon an extiaordlnnry ex- 
penditure program, I am not unmind- 
ful of the demand.for adjusted com- 
pensation tor soldiers of the world 
war which would Include among it* 
boneltclarles the ablo bodied of our 
veteran* as well as the dltabled," Mr. 
Cholldge said.
